night at 12 o’clock.

Fires were lighted under the fur-
naces two wee.s ago preparatory
to having the then cold glass in
condition to work when the skilled
artisans arrived. The latter have
now reached Torrance and the first
shift will soon be at work.

While the furnaces now contain
but 400 tons their full capacity is
nearly twice that amount and the
daily drain on the molten mass is
twenty-five tons,
